On  second-class  mail — provide  3  annual  lo-pcrccnt 
increases  for  nonadvertising  matter,  and  provide  3 
annual  20-percent  increases  on  advertising  matter; 

On  third-class  mail— increase  the  per  piece  minimum 
charge  for  bulk  mail  from  1V2  cents  to  2  cents  imme- 
diately, and  to  2|4  cents  on  July  i,  1959;  and 

On  parcel  post— provide  that  limitations  on  parcels 
mailed  at  a  first-class  office  for  delivery  at  another  first- 
class  office  in  zones  3  through  8  would  be  increased 
from  20  pounds  to  40  pounds  and  from  72  inches  in 
girth  to  84  inches,  and  the  girth  limitations  on  such 
parcels  in  zones  i  and  2  would  be  increased  from  72 
inches  to  84  inches;  all  other  parts  of  Public  Law  199, 
82d  Congress,  would  remain  unchanged. 

Bill  would  also  establish  a  Congressional  postal  policy. 

The  provisions  of  the  bill  would  become  effective  gen- 
erally on  July  1, 1958.

The 
amendment  stipulates  that  this  section  shall  not  be  considered 
to  require  the  separation  of  any  individual  by  reduction  in  force 
or  other  personnel  action  or  the  placing  oi  any  individual  in  a 
leave- without-pay  status,  nor  will  it  apply  to  the  postal  field 
service  and  to  such  other  departments,  agencies,  establishments, 
and  corporations  in  the  executive  branch  as  the  Director  of  the 
Bureau  of  the  Budget,  with  the  approval  of  the  President,  may 
designate.

I.  Section  6  of  title  V,  restricting  establishment  of 
branches  of  Federal  savings  and  loan  associations,  was 
changed  to  conform  to  the  Brown  bill,  H.  R.  7026,  with 
one  amendment.  The  section  as  agreed  to  by  the  com- 
mittee requires  that  Federal  savings  and  loan  branches 
follow  the  branch  pattern  established  under  State  law 
or  practice  for  State  savings  and  loan  associations  or 
mutual  savings  banks  until  June  30,  1959.  After  that 
date,  the  branching  pattern  would  be  widened  to  in- 
clude commercial  banks  or  trust  companies.  That  is, 
after  June  30,  1959,  branches  would  be  permitted  for 
Federal  savings  and  loan  associations  only  if  under  State 
law  or' practice  a  State  savings  and  loan  association, 
mumal  savings  bank,  or  commercial  bank  or  trust  com- 
pany could  establish  a  branch.  These  restrictions  would 
not  apply  in  any  case  where  the  Federal  Home  Loan 
Bank  Board  had  approved  a  branch  before  enactment 
of  the  bill,  or  where  proceedings  on  a  branch  applica- 
tion before  the  Board  had  reached  the  stage  of  publica- 
tion of  notice  of  hearing  at  least  30  days  before  enact- 
ment. 

2.  Section  4  (d)  of  title  IV,  relating  to  advertising  by 
institutions  that  are  members  of  the  Federal  Home  Loan 
Bank  System  but  are  not  insured  by  the  Federal  Savings 
and  Loan  Insurance  Corporation,  was  amended  to  pre- 
vent tliem  from  advertising  on  or  off  their  premises  in 
a  way  that  would  convey  the  impression  that  they  have 
FSLIC  insurance.  If  such  an  institution  advertises  that 
its  accounts  are  insured,  it  would  be  required,  under  the 
provision  as  agreed  to  by  the  committee,  to  indicate  the 
name  and  address  of  the  insurer.  Violation  would  sub- 
ject the  institution  to  a  penalty  of  not  more  than  $1,000 
and  expulsion  from  membership  in  the  System.

Mutual  Security:  By  a  record  vote  of  259  yeas  to  134 
nays  the  House  passed  H.  R.  12181,  to  amend  further 
the  Mutual  Security  Act  of  1954,  as  amended.  A  re- 
committal motion  had  previously  been  rejected  by  a 
voice  vote.  A  request  for  a  separate  vote  on  the  Dawson 
of  Utah  amendment  to  require  Congressional  commit- 
tees to  budget  and  report  to  Congress  their  use  of 
counterpart  fimds  resulted  in  its  adoption  by  a  division 
vote  of  128  yeas  to  123  nays.

(No  change  made  in  other  alternative 
reductions  of  House  bill.) 

Tariff  increases:  Same  as  In  House  bill. 

Escape<lause  procedure:  Tlie  committee  changed  the  House- 
passed  provisions  relating  to  escape-clause  procedure  by  deleting 
that  part  whereby  a  Presidential  disapproval  of  a  Tariff  Com- 
mission recommendation  could  be  overriden  by  the  adoption  of 
a  concurrent  resolution  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  both  Houses  and 
substituting  therefore  the  following:  The  Tariff  Commission's 
recommendation  would  become  effective  unless  a  disapproval 
by  the  President  is  confirmed  by  majority  vote  of  the  Congress.
